HIS is the time to lay out or make 
ia alterations in your garden. In laying 
out a small or medium-sized garden, 
common to town or suburb, the essen- 
tial thing to remenber is simplicity of 
outline. Above all things avoid a patchy 
effect—for instance, an sack here, and an arch 
there, a piece of rockwork in a corner, and 
ar.other in quite a different: part of the gar- 
den. ‘This haphazard system does not com- 
plete a picture, bat rather tends to destroy 
it, and creates an atmosphere of unrest. 

A garden should, above all things. afford to 
the busv housekeeper a place wherein rest of 
mind and body can be obtained, and you 
should try to plan your garden, therefore, 
so that you can have even a small space. 
where some little touch of beauty can delight 
the eves The part vou decide to use for this 
purpose must not overlook your vegetable 
ground (if you have one). There was a great 
deal said at one time in praise of the orna- 
mental and decorative appearance which 
could be discovered in the cabbage patch, but 
in practice this theory has never been 
proved ! 


The Rustic Fence. 


A rustic fence made with larch poles always 
affords a pleasant division between the garden 
of beauty and the garden of utility in the 
smaller spaces, and where space is not so 
limited an evergreen flowering hedge can he 
planted. The rustic fence can be used for 
training roses or other climbers—and if the 
utility space is limited, Joganberries or fruit 
trees can be trained on it. 

A real necessity in laying out any garden, 
large or small, is to have at least one path, 
preferably the main one, really well made. 
To do this dig out the soil from nine inches 
to one foot in depth and fill nn with mortar 
rublle and stones covered well with breeze. 
This must he well rolled in on top of the 
stones, especially if it is coarse breeze. In 
filling the path the large stones must he 
placed in the bottom and the finer rubble 
placed on top. 


A Good Path. 


This should make a good surface for fine 
gravel, sand or freestone, as the rolling in of 
the breeze fills up all crevices and prevents 
the more expensive material from sinking 
through the stones. 

An all-important question in the smaller 
tvpe of garden is the planting of trees and 
shrubs. Jt is no uncommon sight to see smal! 
town and suburban gardens planted with 
twice or three times.too many of these. I 
grant you that there are so many varied and 
heautiful hardy shruhs from which to select 
that the temntation is to try and fit in as 
many as possible. 

However, if yon consider the ultimate 
growth of what you select, you will realise

Donne'ly’s “ Hollow,” 


On the Curragh one day last week I 

ssed a place of national interest which, 

think, is little known. This is ‘‘ Don- 
nelly’s Hollow,” where Donnelly, the 
Irish boxer, fought with Cooper, the 
English champion pugilist, in 1815. In 
accordance with the custom of those days 
they used their bare fists in the long and 
gallant struggle for supremacy. 

A monument was erected to commemo- 
rate the Irishman’s victory, and the story 
of the fight was recorded on a stone slab. 
Some of the writing is still legible, but 
most of it has been obliterated in the 
intervening years by wind and rain. The 
supposed footprints of the warriors, as 
they descended the Hollow from either 
side are still discernible, and, if these are 
authentic, as one 1s asked to believe, it is 
very safe to conjecture by the length of 
their strides that neither man approached 
the battle with hesitant steps.

1.C.D. Criticised. 


A Correspondent writes:—I recently 
came upon an interesting pamphlet, pub- 
lished in 1734, entitled: “ A Letter to G— 
W—, Esq., concerning the present condi- 
tion of the College of Dublin.’’ In the 
light of twentieth century advancement 
some of its criticisms are amusing. 

“The College,” he says, “ was never 
secure from riots, and I have some appre- 
hension that it never will be. There is no 
system for punishing offenders, and the 
students shamefully abuse their privileges 
Night rolls and tickets are the ited of 
the boys from evil. These, however, being 
in the control of the gate porter, he is 
frequently prevailed upon to excuse them 
on receipt of half-a-dozen of ale or half-a- 
crown.”’ 

The Fellows are severely criticised. 
“ That they are luxurious, particularly in 
the article of wine, drinking it much in 
their rooms, having cellars to keep it in, 
and. that it is better and of a higher 
price, and a more delicious flavour than it 
ought to such a degree as to give offence 
to many.” Their idleness, both intellec- 
tual and physical, comes in for heavy 
censure, the author referring scornfully to 
‘‘ their extraordinary taciturnity,’’ which 
has occasioned considerable remark in 
other universities. “They sup on 
syllogisms, are enamoured of their own 
cobwebs, and bigoted to their bye-laws.”’ 


‘Pujamas. 


We were a long time before we had 
settled the standard name and spelling of 
yjamas, which Parisian fashion experts 
sa decreed shall be more fashionable 
than ever, and shall form the correct wear 
for “ bright young things” at any time 
from breakfast till tea-time.

Not until 1893 
did the now accepted spelling come into 
use, and, according to the purists, the 
name, however spelt, is misapplied. 
Hobson-Jobson, the entertaining Ahglo- 
indian dictionary, gives the equivalent of 
hearse as “ long drawers” or “ Mogul 

reeches,’’ and other authorities insist 
that the term applies only to the nether 
garment, not the suit. Commenting on 
an announcement that “ pyjamas are now 
used to a large extent instead of night- 
shirts,” one critic of a few decades ago 
declared that it would.be as sensible to 
write, “ trousers are now used to a large 
extent instead of frock coats.”’ 

Since learning all this I have ceased to 
worry, when the films spell the article, 
or articles, in question “ pajamas.” 


The Future of Fog. 


A pleasing fancy struck me some little 
time ago. It came during the fog, but | 
have not had the courage to write it down 
since.

It 
occurred to me, moreover, that some 
learned man or other had announced that 
London’s fogs, instead of thinning, 
actually were becoming thicker as the 
years wore onward, and that in a hundred 
years, if there was not a radical change 
in industrial conditions—for example, the 
replacement of smoky fuel by electricity— 
the fog would have become so dense that 
one might almost catch it in one’s hand. 
Pondering thus, I fancied a time when 
the London fog would be so thick that a 
fall of snow would rest on top of it. |! 
suppose that, scientifically speaking, this 
would be impossible, but the eye of fancy 
can see things denied to the scientific 
mind. What, in such a case, would 
happen when the fog lifted? Would the 
citizens of London be buried under a solid 
mass of snow, or, if the sun had set to 
work, of water? The possibility is highly 
interesting—to the eye of fancy.

THE PLANETS. 


Ma: is a mornina star all the 
month; but of doubtful visibility: 
He rises a little more than an hour before 
the Sun in the early days of the month, 
but the interval between his rising and 
sunrise has diminished to 8 minutes by 
March 1st. He is in very close conjunc- 
tion with Saturn on the 1st, but the 
planets will hardly be visible. Venus, 
rising nearly 3 hours before the Sun on 
the ist, is a brilliant object in the early 
morning sky, but her lustre diminishes 
continually all the Spring 
Summer. She is in greatest western 
elongation on the 2nd, and her phase in 
the telescope is therefore a half-moon. 
Jupiter and Mars are the planets o 
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ca The yr = essai of the planet's 
a vance will be further enhanced by 
the shadow of I, which makes its appear 
at 9.44. The four satellites re- 
appear in the order: I, IV, II, I, at 
i416. 11.20, 11.49 and 12.1 respectively. 

Other satellite phenomena occur as 
follows:—Shadow of II on the 5th at 
11.55 p.m. Eclipse of IV on the 6th, 
from 7.5 p.m. to 10.16, and of I at 9.48. 
Eclipse of III ends, and shadow of I 
begins on the 7th at the same time, 7.49 
p.m. ; eclipse of If ends at 9.26. Eclipse 
of I ends at 7.18 on the 8th. Eclipse of 
I ends at 9.14 on the 15th. On the 16th 
two shadows, of I and II, will be on the 
planet in the early evening, passing off, 
i at 6.27 and II at 6.42. On the 21st 
all the satellites but IV will be invisible 
from 8.21 to 11.42, III being occulted at 
8.21 II at 9.50, and I begins a transit at 
12.39, ;': shadow appearing at 11.58. On 
the follcwing night I is occulted at 7.51. 
and reappears from eclipse at 11.9. On 
the 23rd two shadows will again be visible 
together, that of I appearing at 6.7 and 
that of II at 6.30, passing off at 8.22 
and 9.20 respectively. 

Saturn is a morning star, too near the 
» un to be easily visible. He is in con- 
junction with Mercury, as noted above, 
on the Ist.

THE SUN. 


It is a matter of common observation 
that the increase of light after the Winter 
Solstice is much more rapid in the even- 
ings than in the mornings. At the end 
of Janyary we find it still quite dark at 
7 a.m., while the evenings, in common 
parlance, “ have got a good stretch.” The 
difference is really only an apparent one. 
If we reckoned our time by “ solar ap- 
parent time’’—that is to say, the time 
which a sun-dial would show—there would 
be no difference; but clocks cannot show 
sun-dial time; they are too regular. At 
mid-winter the Earth, as was stated in 
last month’s notes, is in perihelion, or 
nearest to the Sun. It is a law of 
planetary motion that the nearer the Sun, 
the faster a planet must travel. Other- 
wise it vould Se drawn in by the Sun's 
attracticn. The Earth, therefore, is 
travelling faster at mid-winter than at 
other times of the year. The net result is 
to make the Sun appear to move faster 
the other way—that is, eastward among 
the stars. Now, that being the reverse way 
to the daily rotation of the heavens, the 
result again is to make the Sun lose time 
on the clock—or, what is the same thing, 
the clock gains on the Sun. So, as a 
matter of fact, it is not that the Sun is 
slower in his rising, but that 7 a.m. comes 
sooner, the clock gaining about half-an- 
hour on the Sun between November and 
February. By the time when February is 
half over the Earth’s excess of speed has 
slowed down a good deal, the gin i 
variation of the eguation oí time, whic 
was 1.24 seconds at Christmas, coming 
down to zero by February 12th. The 
Sun has ceased to lose on the clock, and 
begins to gain, and the increase of light 
in the mornings becomes rapid. 


THE STARS. 


On the Ist of February at midnight, on 
the 15th at 11 p.m., the position of the 
starry heavens is as follows :— 

On the meridian are part of Monoceros, 
the head of Hydra, and Lynx. All these 
are inconspicuous constellations, as in 
Cancer, which lies close to them. Lynx 
is just below the hind paws of the Great 
Bear, which may serve to locate it All 
the winter stars now brighten the western 
quadrant of the sky, and objects of special 
interest noted last month will still be 
found there, two hours further West than 
in January at the same time of night, 
four hours later than in December. 

East of the meridian are Leo and Virgo. 
Spica, the leader of Virgo, has jet risen 
Regulus, the brightest star in Leo, is an 
hour from the meridian.

NEW NORTHERN 
BISHOPRIC PLAN. 


SYNOD MEETING 
” TO-MORROW. 
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. BELFAST, Saturday. 
HE special meeting of the Synod of the 
38 Dioceses oí Down and Connor and 
Dromore will be held on Tuesday to 
consider the advisability of dividing the 
diocese and creating a new Bishopric m the 
North. The proposal has been before the 
diocese for a considerable time, and opinion 
upon the subject is very sharply divided. In 
1925 the Diocesan Synod approved of the 
division of the diocese, but, in view of the 
cost involved, the matter was deferred. 

Last year a commitiee of the Church Re- 
preséentative Body urged the division of the 
diocese by the creation of Down and Dromore 
as a separate diocese from Connor, over which 
the present Bishop would continue to pre- 
side. An undertaking was given that an 
adequate stipend would be provided for the 
new Bishop from the general funds of the 
Church if the new Diocese of Down and 
Dromore supplied a residence for the new 
Bishop. 

When the matier was last before the Synod 
on October 28 and October 29 last a resolu- 
tion was submitied approving of the division. 
To this an amendment was moved expressing 
thanks for the generous proposal of the Re- 
presentative Church Body to contribute 
towards the funds of a new Bishopric, but 
regretting that, in the present circumstances, 
the scheme could not be approved. The 
amendment received the support of 193 votes, 
composed of 117 clerical and 76 lay. Against 
it 188 votes were cast, 66 being clerical and 


122 lay. 
DISSENTIENT REPORT. 


In view of this situation. a resolution was 
unanimously adopted thanking the Repre- 
sentative Church Body for its generosity, 
requesting an extension of time to consider 
the proposal, and appointing a committee to 
confer with the Representative Church Body 
and report to an early meeting of the 
Diocesan Synod. The report of this com- 
mittee, which was published in the 
Irish Times, also shows great diversity of 
opinion. Ten members voted for the division 
of the diocese and ten have signed a 
dissentient report against it. 

Phose in favour of the division: point out 
that the Diocese of Down and Connor and 
Dromore contains virtually half» the Church 
of Ireland population in Ireland, and that 
it is unreasonable that this large diocese 
should be supervised by only one bishop, 
and that thete should be twelve bishops for 
the other half of the Church population. 
In view of the generous offer of the Repre- 
sentative Church Body, they are willing to 
agree to the division of the diocese. They 
contend that such a division would be for 
the welfare of the growing Church of Ire. 
land population in the North. 
On the other hand, the dissentient report 
contains many strong reasons for the atti- 
tude taken up by those who signed it. They 
ste’ss the need for parochial buildings for 
religious meetings, bazaars, concerts, and 
lectures, and the necessity of maintaining 
the present staff of clergy and adding to 
their number. - They say’ these needs are 
enormous and clamant,”’ and any monev

RECITAL BY MISS ROSAMUND 
LEONARD.

Having made her London début in the 
preceding week, Miss Kosamund Leonard 
ave her first Dublin recital last Saturday. 
the young pianist belongs to a well-known 
Dublin family, and her recital was given 
in the presence of a large audience at the 
Gate Theatre. Mer work won high praise, 
and it gave evidence of good method and 
a distinct talent for music. Miss Leonard 
will need more experience befor® she can 
be accounted a finished artist. but she is 
well advanced on the right road. 

Strong elements in her playing are the 
production of good resonant tone and a sure 
and firm left hand. If she will take care 
to avoid hardness and te get sweetness in 
the upper part of the pianoforte, she should 
develop an exceptionally good tone produ 
tion. Tt is in that direction that she is 
heading most noticeably. Resonance, good 
building up of tone mass, and general firm- 
néss of handling of the musical material 
made her choice of Tausig’s arrangement 
of the Bach Toceata and Fugue in ID minor 
an excellent beginning. The same qualities 
applied to Beethoven's Waldstein’’ Sonata 
yielded a remarkably fresh and interesting 
performance, quite distinct from the some- 
what mincing treatment of the work that 
one has heard at times. The sonata perform- 
ance was probably the best part of Miss 
Leonard’s recital.” “Tt @ave distinct evidence 
of personality in_the player. That. personality 
is not so well suited at present io the pe 
formance of Chopin’s music. The in:petuous 
vigour of the Polonaise in F sharp mine: 
was inaccord with the player's temperament. 
but there were passages at which she seemed 
to lose grip and interest. These moments 
of rélaxed attention madt the firm handling 
of the Beethoven sonata appear the more 
impressive. 

Actually there were few blemishes in a 
well-sustained recital, which included also 
such testing pieces as “ Féte-Dieu a Seville’’ 
(Albeniz), ‘Clair de Tane”’ 
‘* Bourree Fantasque’’ (Chabrier), and the 
‘*Sospiro ’’ and Fourth Hungarian Rhapsody 
of Viszt. In all these the pianist disnlaved 
a eonfident command of the kevboard, and 
an appreciation of the uses of tone-colour 
which should stand her in good stead ag an 
interpreter.

SHORTAGE of good class dairy cows 
Co. Wexford was revealed at the 
annual meeting of the Davidstown 
Cow-Testing Association today, and proposals 
to increase the supply were outlined 

Mr. DPD. J. O'Sullivan, County Instructor 
under the Free State Department of Agncul- 
ture, said that when speaking at the. fairs 
to farmers who supply milk to the towns, he 
found many of them to complain that they 
could not vet gocd cows for morney. The éXx- 
planation of the shortage was that the total 
cow population of the county is rather small, 
and the farmers who supply milk to the 
towns created a big drain on the supply of 
cows, The aim of the majority of the dairy 
cattle breedérs in. the county was to supply 
these milk vendors wita good cows. It,. how- 
ever, these cood cows are afterv ards mated! 
with indifferent bulls it was detrimental to 
the general dairying interests. 

The remedy, he urged, was the mating of 
the good cows with approved bulls cf excep- 
tional merit, such as are supplied for the tm- 
provement of stock at the expense of the 
farming community generally. To encourage 
the adoption of this desirable practice it was 
proposed, through the agency of the Dairv 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, to provide 
a teady market for the progeny of registered 
cows and approved bulls. The supply x f such 
calves was not equal to the demand, and in 
some districts in the county the formers would 
pay up to 25 per cent. more than the ordinary 
market value for the progeny of outstanding 
milkers. The increased production cf 
calves would eventually bring the supply of 
matured cows of good milking stram up to 
the demand, and the town milk supphers 
would not have their present comp! 
having to buy inferior cows be

The Eucharistic Congress -is not a 
‘* pleasure function,” but the impressions 
gained by its personnel will react on 
Ireland's prospects as a tourist centre. 
The country’s resources will be strained 
to the uttermost. There is no reason, 
however, why purveyors of accommodation 
should provide inferior service on that 
account. Hotel managers and those in 
authority over places of amusement must 
give their best if participants in the Con- 
gress are to return as tourists in 1933 and 
the succéeding years. 


LS Emma 
The Cost of Living. 


Recent surveys made in four major 
European countries show that the down- 
ward movement in prices is increasingly 
rapid. In Italy the cost of living has 
declined noticeably, and the fall has been 
accelerated by the introduction of cuts 
in salaries and the enforcement of a legal 
reduction of ten per cent. in the prices of 
general commodities. Rents, we learn, 
amount on an average to £1 a month a 
room, and all native-grown food-stuffs 
have dropped in »rice by ten to twenty 
per cent. Germany's index figure for 1930 
did not reveal so sensible a reduction. 
Food and clothing dropped, but rents and 
fares rose sufficiently to retard a rapid 
fall. Prices in Soviet Russia exhibit 
varied tendencies. For workers who can 
exist on Government rations—and they 
are few—Moscow is probably the cheapest 
city in the world. On the other hand, 
virtually all citizens must resort to the 
private trader for certain food products, 
and the sums demanded of them are 
enormous. Though official prices have 
remained without change for three years, 
the private shops charge from five to ten 
times as much as the Government 


ever, scarcely can be brought into {,)) 
working order for at least two years. 
and during that interval the Chancellor 
will have to find other means to “raise 
the wind.” 


The Trade Disputes Bill. 


The Conservative Opposition to the 
Trades bus Bill in the Committe. 
stage, which probably will begin on 
Thursday next, will be led by Sir Kingsley 
Wood, a most able debater, who possesse< 
special knowledge of the matters w+) 
which the measure deals. In the Stand. 
ing Committee the Liberals will hold th. 
balance of power, ‘but scrutiny of their 
names indicates that while five may be 
regarded as favourable to the support of 
the Government, there aré two who mar 
not be so accommodating. The Libera! 
amendments will be drafted by the Com- 
mittee under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Norman Birkett, which reported on the 
bill, to the recent party meeting, but + 
is by no means certain that they will 
receive thé unanimous support of the 
seven Liberals on the Committee. 


Electoral Reform. 


Mr. Lloyd George will be in a pleasin: 
position to-morrow and on Tuesday, 
when he will receive tribute from his 
Labour friends in the shape of support 
for the Electoral Reform Bill. Much 
of the backing of the new measure is 
given grudingly, but this does not: affect 
the. Liberal. leader, who appears to have 
convinced himself that the Electoral Re- 
form. Bill is the best of al? possible hill 
on the subject, and is likely to fully re- 
estavlish th; fortunes of the Libera! 
Party.. He will see that steady and con- 
stant Liberal support is given to the hill 
during its passage through the House of 
Commons, and hopes that, once in the 
House of Lords, it may be accepted, even 
though compromises may be demande! 
It. is thought, however, that the bill wit! 
be in little danger until the Lords take 
it in hand; for the Conservatives will not 
interfere with it during its progress 
through the House of Commons—main'y 
because they will not be strong enouh 
to upset it. . Opposition is threatened 
from the Labour left, but it is highly un- 
likely to mature; for the extremists, 
whatever they may say, have no inten- 
tion of upsetting the Labour Govern- 
ment at present. Consequently. Mr. 
Lloyd, George can persevere with his 
schemes, which wili ultimately  brinz 
further ruin on his party, rendering the 
alternative vote of little use.

Britain’s Film Chance. 

The ‘ ta]kie,” when it made its début, 
seemed to assure the perpetual pre- 
dominance of the United States in the film 
industry.

It is not desirable that any one 
culture should be broadcast to the ex- 
clusion of all others, and the trend of the 
last twenty years, that has introduced a 
breath of New York and Chicago into 
every capital city and large provincial 
town on the face of the earth, has been 
viewed with some alarm by several 
sociologists. ‘This menace now has been 
removed by the advent of the ‘‘ talkie,’”’ 
which has restored a sense of nationalism 
in culture to the nations. Soon most 
countries will be provided with films in 
their own language, and, since a tongue 
sits ill upon syrroundings to which it 
does not belong, it is likely that the 
thought of every nation will receive its 
deserved measure of publicity.

The Times regrets to announce that the 
Venerable R. H. Charles, D.D., Archdeacon 
of Westminster, died on “Friday at his 
residence. in Little Cloisters, at the age of 
75. Dr, Charles was one of the few British 
theologians and scholars enjoying a really 
curo reputation, and, indeed, his 
mdustry was unwearied, uncertain though his 
health was. 

Robert Henry Charles was the son of 
David Hughes Charles, M.D., J.P., of Cooks- 
town, Co. Tyrone, and was an elder brother 
of Major-General Sir R. Havelock Charles, 
Bt., Sergeant-Surgeon to the King.

The Times of to-day, in a leading 
article, observes :—During the first debate 
after the reassembling of Parliament 
certain back-bench Socialists, whose argu- 
ments were faintly echoed from the 
Unionist side by Mr. Boothby, revived 
the contention that the impotence of the 
House of Commons was largely due to 
defects in the parliamentary machine. 
The contention is not a new one. Traces 
of it appeared as far back « 1910, when 
the attack on the House of Lords was 
launched by those who believed that that 
body was incurably incapable, prejudiced 
and obstructionist. In those days, how- 
ever, it was assumed that the House of 
Commons would be efficient in proportion 
as it was now supreme. That has not 
proved to be the case, and, therefore, the 
new cause assigned for the impotence of 
Parliament is that the present method 
of passing laws is ill-adapted to deal with 
economic problems. 

Mr. Churchill has suggested the creation 
of an economic Sub-Parliament on the 
lines of a standing Select Committee. The 
signatories of the Mosley manifesto have 
advocated a junta of five Ministers, with 
special executive powers. Other Socialist 
members, including Mr. Maxton, have 
proposed the setting up of seventeen 
vocational Standing Committees upon the 
French model. These proposals assume 
that a Parliament capable of dealing with 
the political issues of the nineteenth cen- 
tury is incapable of dealing with modern 
econcmic issues.

ROUSE GUILTY OF 
MURDER 


SENTENCE OF DEATH 
PASSED. 


QUESTION OF APPEAL TO 
BE CONSIDERED. 


More than one woman burst into tears at 
Northants Assizes on Saturday, when Alfred 
Rouse; aged: 36, commercial traveller, of 
Buxted toad, Friern Barnet, was found guilty 
and sentenced to death for the murder of an 
unknown man, whose charred remains were 
found in the burnt ruins of Rouse’s car. 

When asked if he had anything to say why 
the death sentence should not be passd, 
Rouse replied clearly: ‘‘Only that I am 
innocent, sir.” 

As the sentence was being passed, Reuse 
braced himself for the ordeal, and efterwards, 
without assistance from the warders, he 
walked quickly towards the stairs leading to 
the cells. He had to descend the stairs 
backards, owing to a war injury to his leg. 

Mrs. Rouse, who day after day had sat 
within a few feet of her husband, was unable 
to bear the ordeal of hearing the verdict, and 
she remained with some friends at a hotel 
near the Court, 

Helen Campbell, who has been referred to 
as “the mystery woman,” sat alone next to 
the dock, and could have almost touched 
Rouse as be disappeared below. When she 
heard the fateful word “ guilty’ she broke 
into a fit of violent sobbing. 

In a seat in front of her was Nellie Tucker, 
and she, too, bent her head and, weeping 
siiently, wiped the tears away with her i.and- 
kerchief. 

Outside the Court, where snow was 
falling, a crowd of several thousand people 
awaited the result of the trial. 

Rouse was latér smuggled out of the back 
entrance of the Court and taken to Bedford 
Jail, Very few people were aware of his de- 
parture and there was no demonstration. 


THE SUMMING-UP. 


Mr. Justice Talbot, in. his summing up, 
said that the case was a most exceptional 
one, and he thought that they would have 
to go back a long way in legal history to 
find a case in which the facts bore any re- 
semblance to this case: It had: been im- 
possible to identify the victim. 

“And there is this further fact” he 
added, “that I should say, in my opinion, 
there is no theory, which is even plausible, 
which can be made good or established as 
to why this man did this murder. There is 
no satisfactory account, in my opinion, of 
why this was done.” 

There were serious improbabilities - in 
Rouse’s story, but it, did not follow that he 
was guilty because he told lies. 

Remarking that he did not understand the 
conduet of the police, the judge added: “ It 
seems to me 2 most astonishing thing that 
when the remains of a dead body had been 
found. in a burning car, that they should not, 
as an elementary piece of police work, have 
taken the utmost care to see that the car 
and its contents remained as they were until 
thev had been properly examined.” 

It was not at all to say, added the judge, 
that the police had not taken careful ob- 
ser vation. 

There could be no doubt that the facts 
created grave suspicion against Rouse. He, 
no doubt, had caused that suspicion—a very 
great deal of it—by his own folly. The 
question was, was it more than suspicions. 

here was. fo doubt that he was, by his own 
confession, a most facile liar, but because he 
thought he was going to make his position 
better by telling some fictitious story it did 
not follow that he was guilty. A man was 
not to be convicted because he had been 
foolish or reckless, 


QUESTION OF MOTIVE. 


_ Referring to mative, the judge said that, 
if Rouse had any intention of disappearing, 
that intention was certainly abandoned when 
he got the seat in a coach to Wales and 
went to a house where he was well known by 
name.

When Rouse returned to the dock he was 
ashen grey, but there was not a sign of 
nervousness.

A RACING ENTHUSIAST. 

Lord Wittenham was for a number of 
Years a keen racing enthusiast. His colours 
oi white and vellow collar were frequently 
carried to victory. Before being raised to 
the peerage in 1918 Lord Wittenham raced 
as Mr. George Denison Faber. He gave 
large sums of money for thoroughbreds, and 
one of the best horses to carry his colours 
was Pietermaritzburg, which he purchase 
as a yearling at Doncaster for 2,000 guineas. 
With Pietermaritzburg he won several 
good races, his greatest success being in the 
Jockey Club Stakes, valued £10,000. Pieter- 
maritzburg was finally sold for 15,000 guineas 
to go the Argentine. 

Lord Wittenham was hopeful of winning 
the Derby with Duke of Westminster, who 
was unbeaten. as a two-year-old, winning the 
New Stakes at Ascot and the Richmond 
Stakes at Goodwood. As a _ three-year-old 
Duke. of Westminster was unsuccessful, and 
in the following year his only victory was 
in the Rous Memorial Stakes at Ascot. It 
was said at the time that he purchased Duke 
of. Westminster that he had the choice be 
tween that colt and the famous filly, Sceptre, 
but preferred the former. 

AN EARLY SUCCESS. 

One of his earliest successes was with 
Loveite, who carried off the Prince of Wales's 
Stakes at Goodwood in 1901. Lord Witten 
ham gave 5,200 guineas for Queen of the 
Earth and Ice Maiden as yearlings. Queev 
of the Earth won the (treat Surrey Foal 
Stakes at Epsom, and suljsequently’ finished 
second to Cherry Lass in the Oaks of 1905. 
Ice Maiden developed into a fine stayer, and 
she credited her owner, among other races. 
with the Ascot Gold Vase and the York- 
shire Oaks. 

It was expected that. Dame d'Or would 
credit Lord Wittenham with the Gimerack 


Stakes, but in a great finish she was just 
beaten by Sterling Balm. 

Lord ‘Wittenham, who was 7B years of age, 
had been in failing health for some time.

The people of Quilty were wise 
enough to see the merits of the Government s 
e-heme, ‘and the advantages to be gained by 
supporting that scheme. It is largely due 
ty the Clare kelp-burners that the scheme 
was an unqualified success, and that the 
industry is now on a sound basis, with an 
ossured. market in the Galway iodine factory 

We hope to he able to maintain the prices 
at last vear’s level. With better 
methods of burning. which will ‘result in & 
greater iodine content, those prices can be ime 
proved Experiments, as you know, are heing 
curried on this vear with winter kelp, which, 
hesides giving much-needed employment. to 
those who stood with us last year, will give us 
a good deal of information as. to the com- 
mercial value of the winter weed. An ex- 
perimental factory for testing and a new kiln 
is being established at Kilrush. 


FLY IN THE OINTMENT. 


“There is one fly in the ointment, as 
far as the Clare kelp industry is concerned. 
It is a matter which I will only just touch on 
very briefly. It is the doyalty. which certain 
kelp burners in this neighbourhood are obliged 
to pay out of their receipts for kelp. Some 
of vou know already my personal attitndd in 
this matter, I think a very great hardship 
on the people concerned, and I further con- 
sider it to be very detrimental to the develop- 
ment of the industry here I am carefully 
considering the position, and 1 have po doubt 
that a satisfactory solation ean. be found 
which will relieve the kelp workers of this im- 
post. | . 
'“Speaking from the political point of view, 
I consider the support received for 1 he Govern- 
rnent scheme as a very good indication of 
political feeline in the county. At the last 
General Election, as you are aware, Clare re- 
turned only oue man to support President Cos- 
grave in the Dail, whereas it retarned four 
against the Government. 1 do rot believe for 
one moment that result fairly represents the 
feeling of Clare, and I am certain that at the 
next election the people of Clare will make a 
very big change m their deputies, and send 
two others, at least, to co-operate with my 
friend, Deputy Kelly.”’ 

Having paid .a tribute to Mr. Kelly for 
his work in the interests of the fishermen 
and the kelp burners, Mr. Lynch went on to 
refer to the Gaeltacht Housing Act and the 
benefits it has conferred on the - people. 
‘My department,’ he said, “is doing all 
that the Congested District Board ‘did in the 
past, and .doing a good deal more.

The 
salesman must not be otherwise engaged in 
fish teade,..so-that his interest will be 
identical with that of the fisherman—that is.

possible. The association wifl We financed 
by a grant in» aid,» which: will appear 
annually in the vote for my department.

FIANNA FAIL MEETINGS. 


Speaking at Abbeyleix yesterday, Mr. Sean 
Lemass, T.D., said that nationally and econo- 
mically the rule of the present Government 
had been disastrous. There are now no 
fewer than four hundred and eighty-four 
foreign companies with places of business 
established here, an increase of neatly one 
hundred per cent, on 1923. Unemploy- 
ment has been  seridus throughout that 
time. The Government’s cnly claim to 
fame in this regard is that they have 
nroviuded jobs for over 62,000 persons out. of 
State funds, one for every ten male voters in 
the twenty-six counties, which is, surelv. a 
world’s record. The Government could have 
dealt with the Town Tenants’ problem in 
1925, when a private members’ bill was intro- 
duced, but defeated by them. Thev could have 
dealt with the land vesting problem when the 
Fianna Fail bill was introduced in 1929. and 
defeated by them. They could have dealt 
with De-rating in 1929, when Fianna Fail 
moved its motion for the retention of the 
Land Annuities. They could have re-organ- 
ised the fishing industry at any time since 
1925. They could have tackled the housing 
problem on the lines they are now proposing 
at any time since 1927, when Fianna Fail 
showed them how. 


DUNDALK MEETING.

Some interesting vicwA'on the matter are 
expressed by Sir Thomas Myles :— i 

“My sympathies.”” he. said, “are entirely 
with Mr. P. S O'Hegarty, the Secretary of 
‘he Post Office, as to the necessity for pro- 
tecting the rights’ of pedestrians, and, as a 
first step. in this direction, I would tackle 
the question of the speed. limit. Loam a 
great believer im a speed limit within the 
city, Take, for instance, what is happening 
every day and every night in the side streets 
of the city. In narrow thoroughfares, like 
those adjoining the quays, there is hardiv 
‘doin “for two cars to pass carefully, and 
vet at all lours of the day and night motor 


ears. and even "buses tear along these streets 
regardless of pedestrian traffic. The wonder 


is that the toll of fatal accidents is not much 
Heavier. It is absurd to have a twenty miles 
an hour limit in streets like that. The limit 
should be reduced to ten miles an hour. — 

‘Then, too. it is only fair to the motorist 
that there should be recognised crossing 
places. It is not fair that people on foot 
should be allowed to cross the streets at all 
places, as you see them do every day of the 
week, even in streets like Dame street, where 
there is such heavy traffic. | 

é“ Also,” said Sir Thomas, “I think that 
no motor car or motor vehicle should be 
allowed to pass a stationary tram discharging 
passengers, except on the off-side. They are 
allowed to do so, at their own risk at present, 
but that. is poor. consolation to the man who 
is killed as a result of a motor passing on the 
near side. 


PROSECUTE JAY WALKERS. 


“I would like to see fair play for everybody, 
and I think it would do a great deal of good 
if the Guards in charge of the traffic in- 
‘stituted prosecutions ‘against pedestrians— 
Jay-walkers—who cut across the roads regard- 
less of vebicular traffic. . A couple of pro- 
secutions against such reckless pedestrians 
would have a salutary effect. 

“ That,' said Sir Thomas, “ brings you up 
against another problem. Take this corner of 
Merrion square (the junction of the square 
with Holles and Lower Mount streets)—where 
from a quarter-past five till a quarter-past sx 
every evening of the week there 1s a con- 
tinuous stream of trams, ‘buses, and motor 
cars. The unfortunate pedestrian reminds me 
of a quotation I read years ago in Horace. Í 
think it ran: ‘ Rusticus expectat dum 
defluit amnis, etc.’ —the rustic looked on 
while the river flowed, and continued to flow. 
How is the pedestrian to signal to that end- 
less stream that he wants to cross? In 
America they have, I see, recently adopted 
an automatic signalling system for pedes- 
trians. By that system there is a light at a 
crossing, and the light changes every five 
minutes or so. When it changes from green 
to red the motorists pull up, and a minute or 
so is allowed to the foot passengers to cross 
the street. Such a system might be tried 
here, thongh the cost would make its intro- 


duction difficult.’’

“The appeal to the Privy Council: Can it 
be abolished ’”’ was the subject of an address 
by Mr. Joseph A. MeOarthy, Barrister-at- 
law, at a meeting of the Blackrock Literary 
and Debating Socmety last Saturday night. 


THE PEOPLE’S WILL. 

If the majority of the people of the State, 
said Mr. McCarth , determined that there 
should be no amal to a tribunal outside the 
Saorstat their will would prevail, and he 
had no doubt that in course of time the 
necessary statutes would be passed both here 
and at Westminster to abolish appeal to the 
Privy Council. He favoured the abolition of 
appeal to the Privy Council; for his opimion 
was that any tribunal outside this country 
should not have the right to decide the con- 


struction of a statute passed by the Free} 


State Parliament or any quéstion of law or 
fact. 

Commenting on the value of an appeal from 
this country to the Privy Council, and, 
speaking as a lawyer, he said that he would 
as cheerfully advise a client to invest his 
money in an Irish Hospitals “'sweep” as m 
an a | to the Privy Council in the hope 
that the opinion of that tribunal would pre- 
vail in the Free State contrary to the decision 
of our own Court of Appeal. He could not 
understand the attitude of those people in 
this ‘country who, while expressing their 
satisfaction with the legislation and judicial 
authorities of the, Free State, were anxious 
to have this appeal to an outside tribunal 
continued. 


THE CASE OF CANADA. 


He referred to the position of. Canada in 
relation to Privy Council appeals, and men- 
tioned that at the last Imperial Conference 
it was agreed that an Act would be intro- 
duced dealing with the question, to the effect 
that the Parliament at Westminster would 
ho longer be able to insist that any Act of 
the Dominion was repngrant to any Act 
hitherto passed by the Parliament at West- 
minster, The. effect of this would be to 
destroy the powers of the Colonial Laws 
Validity Act, and if that were so. then it 
would appear that Canada would have the 
power co-equal with the Parliament at West- 
minster of limiting the King’s prerogative, 
and prevent the Privy Council from enter- 
taining appeals. If Canada had that power 
why not the Irish Free State?

His “ Sixty Years 
on the Turf” is, however, always worth 
spending an idle hour over. Writing on 
this subject of minimum weights, Hodgman 
says :—**] am not prepared to allow that 
it is for the best interests of the Turf that 
a diminished number of jockeys, by tli 
very restriction of their numbers, should be 
so. placed as te be able to demand princels 
salaries, while [| am equally certain that, if 
staole affairs had been managed on a basis 
ai common-sense, the opportunity of demand 
ing exttavagant teims would not have arisen. 
But stable affairs have not been so managed, 
with the conseqeunce of an absence of youth.
